-Governor Sir Henri .loiy and mem- 
bers of the provincial cabinet will be in 
attendance to receive them. During the 
debarkation of Their Royal Highnesses 
and Suite His Majesty's ships, which will 
convoy the Empress from Vancouver, 
will lie off the harbor entrance and lire 
a royal salute. After the formal cere- 
monies ot welcome and presentation of 
Sir Henri and 'his ministers, the royal 
procession "will form and proceed by 
way of Erie street to Montreal, thence 
by Quebec, St. John, Menzies and Belle- 
ville streets to the parliament (buildings. 
There the royal guests will be received 
by His Worship Mayor Ilayward, ald- 
ermen and city officials, who will escort 
them to a platform in front of the main 
entrance where an address of welcome 
will Ibe presented Iby the (Mayor on be- 
half of the citizens.

Officers Of Ship Alexander 
Black Accused Of Cruel Con- 
duct to Lad. 



Made Him Strip While It Was 
Snowing and Walk Around 
the Capstan, 



[Griffiths Owens, mate of the ship 
Alex. Black and Hugh M. Williams, 
third officer of that ship, and son pf 
tho master, were brought up before 
Police Magistrate Hall in the provincial 
police court yesterday afternoon charged 
with assaulting Alfred Steele, uu 
apprentice of that ship. They were* ac- 
cused of abusing the boy shamefully, 
but escaped witn a light punishment. 
The charge against the mate, who is 
undergoing a sentence of three mouths' 
imprisonment for assault, was "with- 
drawn, the police being of opinion that 
in doing the three months he was being 
jiuuished sufficiently. A plea for leniency 
was also made for the third mate, for, 
if he was given a long sentence he 
would be prevented from going back 
to England with his ship. He pleaded 
guilty, but said ho had been acting under 
orders from the mate. The complaint 
against him was one of common assault. 
•He was sentenced to pay a line of !j!20 
or one month, this being the maximum 
pecuniary punishment for the offence 
charged. 

^Magistrate Hall sovere'y lectured the 
accused. He said: "The charge against 
you is laid in simple form. The offense 
as charged is a light one, but 1 think 
it is only right for me .to say, you being 
a young man, nnd probably intending 
to follow the sea all your life, and may 
rise in position until you become master 
of a vessel yourself, that this kind of 
treatment to men in your charge is 
wrong. Authority and punishment for 
the sake of discipline may be correct, 
but it should be proper punishment. Otil- 
cers of a ship have 110 right to abuse 
men. The kind of treatment given this 
boy received might lead to serious con- 
sequences. It might have been the 
means of bringing 011 disease which 
would eventually cause death. That is 
not lawful. It is stated to me that you 
did this under orders from the mate. 
This does not justify you. You are not 
supposed to carry out unlawful orders. 
Your duty is to refuse to do them. Olli- 
cers of a ship have no right to be bru- 
tal. You could bo imprisoned, but 11s 
this would work n hardship, and you 
would lose your trip home, I have de- 
cided to exercise more mercy in your 
ense than yoa showed to this boj . 

"As for the mate, he must understand 
that this treatment is unlawful. Men 
011 board ship are not chattels to be 
kicked about as the oilicers think lit. 
In imposing the line of $20 or one 
month's imprisonment on you, I hope 
it will be a warning to you in future 
that ordinary seamen have rights. The 
mate is equally guilty with you, but as 
he is undergoing a sentence now, and 
there is a difficulty ,in getting the wit- 
nesses, the case against him is dropped. 
He may consider himself fortuuate that 
the charge against him is withdrawn, and 
I hope that when he goes back to the 
ship ho will take warning from this case 
ami remember that men are not chat- 
tels." 

According to tho statement of tho 
apprentice Steele, who is now in charge 
of Mr, B. H. Hurst, who found him on 
the street yesterday morning, and took 
him in charge, he was cruelly abused 
on board the ship. He states that he 
was kicked about the deck by the mate, 
and on HO or 30 occasions during the 
voyage made to curry some wooden 
stools about the deck for two or three 
hours at a stretch, and on one occasion 
for four hours. He was required by the 
mate to stand on n spar for two or three 
hours at a time, nnd a kicking was 
threatened if he fell off. This liMppen- 
ed nine times. When the ship was 
rounding Cape Horn and snow was fall- 
ing, the lirst mate made him take off his 
clothes on deck, threatening to tear 
them off if he did not, and with five or 
six of the crew looking on, he was 
made to walk around the capstan naked, 
with nothing on but a shirt to protect 
him from the cold. 

On another occasion ho was stripped 
and hebl by some ot the crew while 
others threw water over him. On sev- 
eral occasions too the mate twisted his 
lingers and knocked his head. The third 
mate made him strip on rounding the 
Horn, acting under orders of the mate. 
The captain is said to have looked on 
but did not interfere. 

Tho Alex. Black has now gone fo 
Vancouver. She was towed from the 
Outer wharf tit midnight on Thursday, 
taking the witnesses in this case with 
her. Both accused pleaded guilty, though 
when the case was called. The boy 
has left the ship.

'New York, Sept. 27.— Chas. D. Piers©" 
representative in the United States of 
the former Orange Free State has re- 
ceived a copy of the appeal made by. 
the Boers to the permanent court of 
arbitration at the Hague. The appeal, 
which is dated the Hague, September 
10. says in part: ' 

"Now that this war has goue on for- 
nearly two years without any prospects 
of an end thereto, except in the way 
only recently acknowledged as being 
the most efficacious and at the same. ! 
time the most equitable means of decid- 
ing international differences to wit: 

"Submission to arbitration, the de- 
sirability mutually, for such a peace- 
ful termination cannot but become moro 
and more acknowledged. The states re- 
presented by the undersigned therefore 
consider that they should repeal tho 
proposal already made by them before 
the war, but rejected by England to 
submit to arbitration the settlement of 
the differences which gave rise to the 
war. In this way particularly, how- 
ever, in view of the question whether 
England is right in alleging that 1111 
action was taken by the republics which 
had for its object the suppressing of 
English element or expulsion from 
South Africa and generally whether tlie 
republics have made themselves guilty 
of any act which according to interna- 
tionally recognized principles would give 
Euiglaud the right to deprive them of 
their independence, the undersigned 
moreover allege that England already 
at the outbreak of the war commenced, 
and lias ever since continued to act in. 
contravention of the rules of war be- 
tween civilized powers ns generally and 
also by England herself acknowledged 
and ns colmnly confirmed by the Hague 
convention of 29th July, ISO!), concern- 
ing the laws and usages ofwar by land 
and more particularly in contravention, 
of certain articles of the said rules,, 
whilst England has moreover quite re- 
cently by proclamation issued by Field 
'Marshal Lord Kitchener at Pretoria and 
dated the 5th day of August, 1001, vir- 
tually notified that she intends shortly 
to take action in contravention of article 
20 also. 

"The governmenlr of the states rep- 
resented by the undersigned nre f un- 
prepared as soon as nn opportu' Xy 
thereto shall be. afforded them to sub- 
stantiate the allegations herein setting 
forth and proving the particular facts 
to which they refer. Since England 
sees tit to deny this continual violation 
of .the laws of warfare, the states rep- 
resented by the undersigned consider 
that they may in regard to this differ- 
ence seek 11 decision of the permanent 
court of arbitration. 

'•Should the English government give- 
an unfavorable reply, it will thereby be 
manifest that they dare not Submit 
themselves to the judgment of a con- 
sclentous learned and impartial tribunal. 
The appeal is. signed by W. ,1. Lloyds, 
A. Fischer, A. D. W. Wolmnrnus, pleni- 
potentiaries of the South African Repub- 
lic and A. Fischer, C. Wessels, plenipo- 
tentiaries of the Orange Free State.

PROVINCIAL POLITICS. 

The Times asks: "Has the opposition 
not as much right to scheme to oust 
the government from power as the gov- 
ernment has to intrigue .to retain office?" 
TVYe unhesitatingly answer this question 
in the affirmative, but wish to add that 
the public expects something more. 
■"What imaginable good do such schemes 
mid intrigues do the public? Is any ouo 
better by'them, except the individuals 
iwlio come out successful and draw- tho 
salaries? The public has a right to ex- 
pect that public men will think less of 
offlco and more of the host moans of 
promoting the prosperity of the province. 
What earthly difference does it make to 
any one, except the individual himself, 
Svho holds a portfolio, provided tho af- 
fairs of the country are carried along 
progressive lines? 

What is called tho Independent Labor 
party has recently been formed, or rather 
tha nucleus of such a party has been 
got together. What is the object of 
±his party? What is there that tho or- 
ganizers wish to seo dcre, that those 
who do not affiliate with them do not? 
We have had a number of gentlemen 
named recently as the possible incum- 
bents of cabinot positions in the near 
future. What policy does any one of 
•them stand for, and will the people have 
.any reason to ..think that the entry of 
■any one of them into a government will 
mean that effect is to be given to thoso 
ideas and principles, which must bo enr- 
ried out in this province, if we are ever 
.to enjoy a full measure of prosperity? 
A number of very excellent people are 
crying out for party linos. But surely 
party lines of themselves are of no 
imaginable advantage to the province. 
The opening up of the country, and tho 
influx of people and capital will not be 
promoted by introducing federal lines 
into .the local house, unless with such 
a step another is taken in the direction 
of an agressivo policy. The News-Ad- 
vertiser thinks the time auspicious to 
revive the Provincial Party. But you 
•cannot revive a thing that never was 
alive. The Provincial Party existed 
chiefly in the imagination of our es- 
teemed Vancouver contemporary. The 
fact that ideas like the foregoing are 
being advanced are proof of the popular 
unrest. But they are of little value 
otherwise. They represent an attempt to 
promote tho public welfare by the use of 
words. There is no magic in words. 
It would bo just as sensible to expect to 
promote provincial prosperity by shout- 
ing out "Abracadabra," as co hope to do 
so by inventing new parties, or simply 
making personal changes among office- 
holders. 

•Wo repeat that tho people want a 
policy. The Times says that the Colo- 
nist, article on the future of Victoria 
is to bo taken as indicating that the 
government is going to test its fato by 
an appeal to this constituency, and that 
we are preparing tho way. This is 
simply au invention of our esteemed 
neighbor. The article in question was 
written with no such object. Tho rea- 
son for writing it, and for the other 
article on the samo subject, which ap- 
pears this morning, is that a number of 
copies of .this paper havo been ordered 
to bo sent forward daily to meet tho 
visitors who are coming West, including 
the press representatives. We are not 
without a hope that some of these peo- 
ple will ho sufficiently interested if this 
most westerly point on their journey 
to be willing to read something about 
it, and hence tho articles wore .written. 
If the Times would not waste so much 
time being clever, and instead of seek 



thing in the same diroction, it would 
not bo a bad thing for Victoria. Wheth- 
er the government intends to propose 
any policy which will read to the ac- 
complishment of what we havo indicat- 
ed as the future of Victoria, wo are 
not in a position to say, but wo are 
able to say with the greatest certainty 
that the people of Victoria expect such 
a policy, and will not rest satisfied until 
they get it. The Times has thought 
best to introduce tho namo of Mr. Duns^ 
niuir into this phase of the question, and 
for this roason, and for this only we 
will say that those vho ascribe to the 
Premier any desire other than one to 
promote tho welfare of Victoria do him 
a very groat injustice. 'Although Prcsi 
dent of the Colonist Printing and Pub- 
lishing Company, iMr. Duusuiuir doe: 
not interfere with the management of 
the Colonist. When this paper has any- 
thing to say oa his behalf, it says it in 
terms that' leave no doubt upon that 
point. It has never spoken for Mr. 
Duasmuir without expressly saying that 
it did so. Nevertheless, Sir. Dunsmuir 
has time and again been consulted on 
questions affecting this city, just as oth- 
er persons interested in Victoria's wel 
faro are at times consulted, and it Is 
only an act of tho simplest justice to say 
that he has always expressed the wish 
that the paper would take such a course 
as in the opiniou of thoso directly con 
corned in managing it was calculated 
to benefit the city. This statement is 
not made with any political object, but 
solely that a much misrepresented gen- 
tleman may have justice done him. 

It suits tho purposo of tho Times to 
sneer at the suggestion that Victoria 
may become an important ocean ter 
minnl. But will our contemporary kind 
ly drop politics long enough to tell ui 
what its opinions are upon that point? 
We do not suggest that tho advance 
meut of Victoria's interest may not 
properly be a part of n political plat 
form. Indeed, we should think that 
platform a very poor one, which did not 
aim at such an object among others. 
But it would be interesting to have the 
opinion of the Times on the subject, 
for so long a time has elapsed since it 
said anything about it, that wo do not 
recall any expression of opinion on its 
part either for or against.

THE FUTURE OF VICTORIA. 

Some people will say that in giving 
the ocean-borne commerce of the Pa- 
cific the first place among the factors 
which will build up a prosperous city 
here, wo have not paid duo regard u 
what is to be expected from the de 
Velopnient of Vancouver Island. Wo do 
not think so, for great as are the possi 
bilities of this Island, we believe tho 
chief future of tho city will come from 
the expansion of Oriental trade. Never- 
theless the natural wealth of Vancou- 
ver Inland is itself of such magnitude 
that, Wt there were nothing else to rely 
upon, Victoria might look forward to a 
growth and increase in wealth which 
would place her in a front rank among 
the cities of tho Pacific Northwest. 

There is now in progress within a com 
paratively short distance of this city, 
and upon this Island an amount of min- 
eral development, which in any other 
part of this Continent would attract 
great attention. If Mount Sicker and 
tho adjacent country and the Alberni 
district alone be taken into account 
there is enough being done to warrant 
the most hopeful anticipations. Here are 
mines that have reached the shipping 
stage, and are turning out excellent ore 
in stoadily increasing quantities.' When 
much less was being done in tho copper 
belt of Kootonay, the whole world wa 
ringing with stories of Its prospectTv 
wealth. Two reasons may be given 
for the comparative indifference wit] 
which what is being done on this Island 
is treated. Ouo reasou is that it is a 
way we have here. It may not be a 
very good way, but it is characteristic 
or the Island. By way of illustration it 
may be mentioned that if a newspaper 
sends a reporter to any merchant ii 
Seattle, Tacoma or Vancouver and ask 
what he is doing in supplying certain 
markets, the information is at once 
forthcoming. A Victoria merchant 
rather resents tho question. The prac 
tico here, and we are not complaining 
of it, is to be reticent and not to grow 
enthusiastic. This qualify of our people 
is one reason why more is not made 
public of what is being done in tho Is- 
land mines. Another reuse;; why s( 
little is said about them, or per- 
haps it would bo more correct to say 
that a reason why so much more was 
said about the Kootonay mines, when 
they were at the stage of development 
reached by the Island mines, is that 
those were the days when the wild cat 
was abroad in the land, and all manner 
of million-dollar companies wore being 
floated. That sort of business has hap- 
pily ended for tho time, and wo hope 
for a very long time. Hence there is 
no object for people who have nothing 
more than a few stakes driven in the 
ground to spend a lot of money telling 
what is being done on tho developed 
mines. Mining on Vancouver Island is 
straight, legitimate business, with no 
speculation about it. The men who are 
engaged in it know what they have, 
and are satisfied. But only a beginning 
has boon made in metalliferous mining. 
Tho number of prospects being slowly 
oponod is great, and there aro great 
areas that have not as yet been pros- 
pected. 

The coal and timber of the Island are 
themselves a guarantee of an exceed- 
ingly prosperous future. In a recent is- 
sue of the Seattle Times (Mr. James J. 
Hill, of tho Great Northern, was quo- 
ted as saying that within twenty-live 
years tho commerce of tho Pacific would 
bo greater than that of tho Atlantic. 
Mr. Hill has given an earnest of the 
faith .that is in him by tho magnitude 
of the preparations he has made to 
handle that trade. In view of such de- 
velopment the existence on this Island 
of the finest timber binds iu the world 
and many lar^e and valuable deposits 
of coal possesses an importance, that 
cannot be overestimated. Tho utiliza- 
tion of these immense resources is only 
a matter of time, and when they have 
once been turned to account the result 
Will bo sect'i hero in a''noblo city worthy 
of being ranked among the most pros- 
perous in the world.

When the inquiry j llt0 the Islander dis- 
aster was resumed yesterday morning, 
Chief Steward George Simpson was re- 
called, and examined by Mr. Bodwell. 
He said he was in charge of the life pre- 
servers in the rooms on the steamer. 
Ho had no knowledge of their age. Ho 
preferred a cork life preserver to the 
tule ones, being <a heavy man. 

Mr. Bodwcll— But if tule was as good 
«s cork, that would make no difference'.' 

Witness— The life preservers were laid 
out each time the steamer arrived in 
port and dusted. Witness did not, how- 
ever, inspect them closely. When the 
accident occurred he went to the bridge 
and nuked the pilot for orders. The pilot 
told him to call the mate and tell him to 
swing out the boats. He then went be- 
low and met the second steward. He 
nuked him where the saloon watchman 
was. and the second steward replied that 
he had gone below to get the people out- 
Witness then said to the second 
steward: "You go along one side aud 
T'll go along the other and get the ooo- 
ple out." -There were 20 men in his de- 
partment. They were below. Witness 
told tho second steward to tell the- 
■watchman to coll them as well as others. 
Did not tell the watchman to tell them 
where to assemble. 

Mr. Bodwcll— -Was it not part of your 
duty to have these men assembled whero 
they could be used? , 
AVitness — I had not time to think. 
Mr. Bodwcll — But men never liave 
time to think in such emergencies as 
this. 

Witness said he told the second stew- 
ard land saloon watchman to go below 
and coll passengers, and went himself to 
do so. He gave no orders to others. He 
commenced at the forward end of the 
port side, at No. 34, he thought, and 
knocked at the doors, and turning the 
handle, opened most of them. He would 
not swear positively that ho opened r.Il, 
but thought he did. Tho saloon was 
crowded and !he (had to push his way 
through. 

Mr. Bodwcll — Why did you not exor- 
cise your authority? 

Wirtness— 'Authority didn't cut much 
figure. 

Mr. Bodwell — How do you account 
for tfho fact that people in some of those 
staterooms were not called? 

Witness — I do not know that it 5s a 
fact. When I saw a light anil noticed 
through the panel of glass that the peo- 
ple were moving I did not. knock. There 
was not a whole lot of time.

'Mr. Bodwell— Why did you return to 
tho deck after the ifirst time, and be- 
fore going up after the lights went out? 

Witness— I .vent out to see if there 
were any boats left.

The market hnll was densely crowd- 
ed hist night long ere Mr. It. Ltl Drury 
introduced His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, ■who opened tiie grand church 
fair given under the auspices of the 
Kirmess Society of the Metropolitan 
Methodist church and the Daughters of 
Pity of the Jubilee hospital.

The ordinary adultera- 
tions of milk supplied to the creamery 
and cheese factory and in the retail 
trade of cities are those of watering and 
skimming. The adulteration of milk by 
tho addition of preservatives to improve 
its keeping quality is a very had prac- 
tice. The only means that should be re- 
sorted to in this respect are not the use 
of chemical reagents, but of the efficient 
physical means afforded in tho applica- 
tion of heat and cold. The detection of 
the chemical adulterations of milk is 
largely the work of the chemist, if the 
tests are to he reliable. As the differ- 
ent tests are applied the kind of adul- 
teration will manifest itself by its char- 
acteristic reaction. For the common 
adulterations with milk and water the 
Balbcock test and Queveuue lactometer 
serve for all practical purposes. The 
Qnovenue lactometer has a scale read- 
ing from 15 'to 40 and indicates a specific 
gravity of 1.015 to 1.040. It is stan- 
dardized at: a temperature of GO deg. 
Fahr., and by its use we compare the 
weight of mill; at GO deg. with that of 
pure water at. 00 deg. If milk be 
skimmed a certain volume of the 
skimmed portion will weigh more than 
■hi equal volume of the original mil!;,

On the other hand, if n 
sample of milk be watered a certain 
volume of tho wiiterca sample will 
weigh less than an eflu.il volume of the 
original sample because a liquid which 
is lighter than milk has been added to 
it. The specilic gravity of whole milk 
ordinarily ranges from 1.030 to 1.033. A 
low lactometer reading and a low per 
cent.. of fat indicates watering. A high 
lactometer reading and a low per cent, 
of fat indicates skimming. A normal 
lactometer reading and a low per cent, 
of fat indicates watering and skimming. 

The separation of the milk was then 
commenced, u«ing two of the standard 
machines, the Molotto nnd Alpha. Milk- 
is in its best condition for separating 
immediately after it has been drawn 
from the cow, as there is at this time 
tbo erp'itest differences in weight or 
density between tho fat and serum solids 
nnd because it is most fluid at this time. 
The life of a separator depends noon 
the work it does and care that is taken 
of it. The favorable conditions under 
which a separator may run are keening 
the speed rather above than at or Jielow 
the tabulated speed: feeding rather less 
milk than more or what is indicated by 
its rated capacity; in case the milk has 
cooled, heating it to n temperature ap- 
proximating thnt of the animal body; 
having the machine running smoothly or 
free from -vibration. 

The prevailing of conditions the very 
opposite to the foregoing would consti- 
tute unfavorable conditions for a separ- 
ator to do good and efficient work. Some 
of the chief advantages the use of a 
cream separator has over the deep or 
shallow-pan methods of creaming are 
(a) a reduction to n minimum of the loss 
of fat in the skim milk; it secures a 
bettor and more uniform: quality of 
cream anil secures it at a time that its 
fermentation can be controlled by the 
butter-ninker; (e) the skim milk is in 
better condition for feeding purposes; 
01) it secures a precipitation in the sep- 
arator bowl of the more objectionable 
solids of the milk nnd of dirt that has 
gained entrance to it subsequent to its 
withdrawal from the cow. By the use 
of a separator the creaming of milk is 
accomplished almost instantly, whereas 

by tl Id gravity method imperfect 

separation was secured even after the 
lapse of days. The size of (he fat glo- 
bules and the viscosity of the milk, 
which are such controlling factors in the 
gravity method of creaming, exert ve-r 
little Influence upon the efficiencies of 
l he cream separator. 

In the afternoon Superintendent 'Hop- 
kins prepared for Hie churning. Before 
doing so he had the students examine 
the cream which was separated the pre- 
vious day. ami ripened for churning, 
noting flavor and body, and comparing 
with the nnripened cream. He then , x- 
plained the importance of having a 
good starter.

A good 
light will carry about two or three hun- 
dred yards, but if there is a black 
heart, not far. Witness had made eight 
voyages through Stephen's passage. He 
could offer no opinion in regard to the 
safety of that passage. He bad seen Ice 
next morning when on the way to 
Juneau. There was no piece bigger 
than about seven feet, with about it 
foot above water. At present he was 
not employed. 

Mr. Bodwell— Have you not said that 
what you did would ge«. you a job in the 
C. P. X. Company V 

Witness— I have not. 

Mr. Bodwell — Formed no such expecta- 
tion 7 

Witness— No, I have not 

Mr. Bodwell- When on the shore af- 
ter the accident did you see a boat land 
with a comparatively small number of 
men in it? / 

Witness— No. I heard nothing about 
tho incident until I heard you mention 
it in court. 

Mr. A. ,T. Dnllnin, assistant to the lo- 
cal agent of Marine and Fisheries, ex- 
amined by Commissioner Ctipt. Gaudin, 
said that on Thursday morning he took 
a tule life preserver, klHJwn to be 
twelve years old and tested it. Tins life 
preserver was taken from the inspector's 
office to the customs bouse and weighed. 
It weighed four pounds, eight ounces. 
It was then taken to the wharf and 38 
pounds of lead attached. It floated. 
Then 50 pounds of lead, were placed on 
it. and it sunk altogether. The life pre- 
server was left in the water until Fri- 
day morning, for 2-1 hours, and when 
weighed then tipped the scales at thir- 
teen pounds, four ounces. Lead weigh- 
ing 2.8 pounds was attached to it. and it 
Hon ted. It sunk with fifty pounds of 
lead. 

The inoniry was then adjourned until 
October 21. Mr. Bodwell asked for an 
adjournment in order to "have more wit- 
nesses brought, and the commissioners 
wishing to adjourn over tlte coming holi- 
days, and Mr. Davis stating that he had 
to attend the assizes in Ttossland from 
the '8th to ISth of October, it. was decid- 
ed to adjourn until the 21st. 

Mr. Bodwell said there were one or 
two other witnesses to be called, but he 
wanted to see them first, to find out if 
they had any now facts to toll. If not. 
they would not be called. There wore a 
number of witnesses acroiss the Sound 
and some in California. Some would 
not come, and others were so far away 
that it would be too Pxpenslve to have 
them come. Mr. Davis said that there 
were some witnesses in Vancouver, In- 
cluding rosier Hill. It. P. MeLennnn 
nnd Mr. I linde-Bowker, and these gen 
tlemen will be called.
